So they've got 
their own Children's Aid 
Office, their own Commun- 
ity ard Social Services 
office, their own.branch of 
Loyalist College. None of

Hastings has any of those 
things."’

Cooking with honey: a natur 


The .Goodchilds cook with honey on a 
daily basis, using it as a natural substitute 
for sugar. . 

Honey is hydrvscopic, meaning that it 
absorbs moisture frum the atmosphere so 
that it stays moist longer on the shelf. 

In order to prevent carmelization of 
honey when baking, cakes etc. the oven 
temperature should be lowered abour 30 
degrees, otherwise browning will occur

Last week I visited Brian Goodchild of 
R.R. 3, Marmora, who blends nature, 
family living, and a career into an everyday 
lifestyle. Brian is a teacher at Centre 
Hastings Secondary High School “in 
Madoc, but in his spare time he is a 
beekeeper. 

Brian started out, 10 years ago, by 
helping his father-in-law, Dr. Herbert 
Parkin. Gradually learning more about the 
bees and taking on more of the hives, he 
now runs the whole operation. 

Although honey producers have in- 
creased in the past two to three years in 
Madoc - Stirling area, many are hobbyists 
with only a few hives; Brian has a 


_comparatively large operation, consisting 


of approximately 300 hives in 18 different 
locations in the area, including Bonarlaw, 
Tiffen Road, Allen's Mills and Stanwood. 
Each hive has approximately 50,000 worker 
bees, a queen and about 200 drones. He 
keeps two variety of bees, the Italian and 
Buckfast. which are thé most common

family affair. Brian's wife, Mary Jane, 
handles the marketing aspect of the honey, 
delivering to local stores and taking orders 
directly from customers at home. She says 
bulk and health food stores have increased 
their demand for honey because of its 
natural consistency. Their two girls aged 
9 and 12, also assist in the production by 
cleaning and packing jars. 

There may be easier ways to make a few 
dollars these days, but no other will get you 
closer to nature, although Brian says he 
sometimes questions: whether it’s worth 
the work and.cost involved. He compares 
beekeeping to farming because his yield 
can fluctuate so greatly from year to year, 
largely due to the weather although 
occassionally bear damage can become a 
major factor. 

A norinal yield for Brian's operation *s 
between 6,000 and 7,000 pounds of honey 
and although last year it tripled to 19,000 
pounds, this year's crop is expected to be 
more normal. The cost of beekeeping is 
higher than it might appear to the outsider. 
Obvious expenses include the upkeep and 
purchase of hives, extracting equipment,

betore the inside is fully cooked. When 
replacing honey for sugar, 3/4 cup of 
honey is substituted for 1 cup of sugar. It is 
also necessary to deduct 1 cup of liquid 
from the recipe, because honey is about 
1/4 cup liquid. 

Honey does nox need to be refrigerated, 
although it may crystalize after several 
months and given the appearance of sugar. 
If this does happen, it has only to be heated 


* 


al alternative to sugar 


and it will return to its original state. The 
crystallization of honey has led some to 
believe that sugar is added to honey during 
processing, but this is not true. To 
neutralize honey's natural acidity, 1/4 
teaspoon of baking soda should be used for 
each cup of honey added. 

The advantages of cooking with honey 
are endless but one good reason to use it is 
because of the uniqueness of being 99 per 
cent predigested and a natural energy 
producer. It moves quickly into the 
bloodstream, and so is a good source of 
quick energy. 

Here's one of Mary Jane's favourite 
recipes using honey: 

Honey Whole Wheat Muffins 
1 cup sifted all purpose flour. 
1/2 teaspoon salt. 
2 teaspoons baking powder. 
1/2 cup unsifted whole wheat flour. 
1/2 cup milk. 
1 egg well beaten. 
1/2 cup Roney. 
1/2 cup’coursely chopped cooked prunes. 
1 teaspoon grated orange peel. 
1/4 cup salad oil or melted. shortening. 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees F, Grease 
bottoms of 12 244 muffin pan cups or line 
each with paper. 

Sift all-purpose flour with baking powder 
and salt into large bowl, stir in whole wheat 
flour and mix well. 

Combine milk and the remaining 
ingredients in medium-sized bow] and beat 
well with wooden spoon. 

Make a well in the centre of the dry 
ingredients, pour in the milk mixture all at 
once and stir quickly, with fork, just until 
any ingredients are moistened. (Do not 
beat or batter will be lumpy) 

Quickly dip the batter into muffin-pan 
cups to just under 2/3 full. Bake 20 to 25 
minutes. Serve hot.

Making paper 


Bill Frankling 


practices 
an old craft 


BY JEANNETTE MOORE 


Bill Frankling has a rare 
craft, one employed by only 
a handful of artisans 
throughout North America - 
that of making paper by 
hand. Bill, a history and 
archaeological student at 
Trent University during the 
winter months, spent this 
summer researching, deve- 
loping and working at the 
papermaking craft at Lang 
Century Village. There he 
demonstrated the slow pro- 
tess of taking organic 
material, beating it into a 
pulp and “pressing our the 
fibre to make a sheet of 
paper using the original 
Canadian-pioneer method. 

Bill outlined for me the 
methgd he follows picked up 
from information in new and 
old books on thé subject and 
from Frances Dorsey of 
Peterborough, another 
worker at Lang Village who, 
some years ago, started 
making paper purely as an 
art form as a hobby after 
attending workshops. She 
learned Japanese paper 
making which starts with 


- 


natural organic fibres, but _ 


Bill follows the pioneer 
adaptation with a rag base 
occasionally experimenting 
with native Canadian fibres 
such as bulrushes. 

In pioneer Canada a man 
who understood the paper- 
making art would collect 
discarded cloth throughout 
the village, mostly white 
cotton rags. His next step 
was to get the family 
involve i in preparing pulp, 
but Bill Frankling works 
alone at boiling the rags in 
lye to separate the fibres, 
leaving them to “‘terment”’ 


or break down further in 
water, and then mashing, 
cutting and beating with 
stone mauls or blades to 
make a pulp. A more 
sophisticated method was 
developed before the big 


modern machines came in_ 
with a home Hollander | 


beater which was essential- 
ly a wash tub with knife 
blades that turned with a 
crank. The finer the pulp, 
the higher quality the 
paper. But Bill Frankling 
does not use even. this 
ptimitive method, sticking 


to what early Canadians 


were forced to do. 

Next came the work of the 
‘vat man'’, The beaten 
fibres, with water added, 
are agitated in a vat. A 
copper screen with a wood- 
en frame or deckle atop to 
regulate the amount of pulp 
taken up is lowered into the 
vat and an even layer of 
fibres removed. It takes 
only seconds for a sheet of 
paper to be formed. The 
frame is held while the 
excess water drains away, 
the mould is shaken to 
lessen the grain and help 
unite the fibres, the paper is 
turned onto a clean, damp 
felt and as successive 
dippings are made the 
sheets of paper and felts are 
alternately stacked ready 
for pressing - a procedure 
known as pulling the post, 
the post being a stack of 
sheets of paper. 

Bill stacks up 144 felts, 
each with its water leaf, 
inserts these in a press and 
the pressure removes the 95 
percent water from the post. 


Each felt is then peeled off_ 


and ‘either dried on screens 
over.fire,.in the sun on 
planks, or draped over a 
horsehair cord. One can 
then size the paper if 
desired, with a coat of 
gelatine which gives a 
smoother surface. 

The few craftsmen other 
than in museums like Lang 
who practice this method 
today are people interested 
in making a high quality 
paper for fine books or other 
works of art. One of the big 
problems in modern librar- 
ies is the instability of 
machine-made ” paper, 
where precious documents 
from 1870 on are falling 
apart, and many an artist, 
anxious to see his paintings 
endure, are seeking. out 
handmade rag-base paper. 

The paper Bill makes at 
Lang Village is used in the 
printing shop to turn out 
sales items after being 
engraved with some of the 
old woodcuts or original 
100-year-old plates in the 
museum and are sold for 
$2.50. After all his hard 
work the paper is prized and 
not lightly dealt with like 
some old néwspaper. 


Possibly the commonest 
of-modern life is 

paper used as it is to write 
on, wipe with, insulate, 
package, start fires, even 
make houses - it is so 
common that it is also our 
least treasured product. But 
this was not always so - in 
fact, machine-made paper 
has existed in Canada for 
less than 200 years, the first 
paper mill being introduced 
in 1821 near Dundas when 
the Upper Canada govern- 
ment council offered a prize 
for the first industrial paper 
and a man named James 
Crooks set up a factory 


here. Prior to that, paper- 
/making was a family craft in 


Canada - a closed market 
and often of so poor quality 
the newspapers of the day 
would frequently insert an 
apology for the poor paper. 
Even in Europe the first 
machine-made paper was 
turned out only in the 17th 
Century and up until 1850 
most paper everywhere was 
made by hand. It was not 
until the idea of using wood 
pulp as a base was thought 
of in the late 1800s that 
machines took over. 
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_ Even hand-made paper 
was unknown “in Europe 
before the 12th Century. 
The Chinese, the first 
human, beings to invent 
paper in 105 A.D. closely 
guarded their secret, (Na- 
ture had earlier discovered 
the process through tht 
wasp which makes its nest 
of paper formed from wood 
pulp, an observation tha’ 
led to the commercial use of 
wood pulp in 1800.) 
Papyrus was around be 
fore this, but was not a truce 
paper and the method of 
manufacture was forgotten 
Until the Chinese” secret 
leaked into Europe in the 
12th Century, all writing 
there was done on animal 
skins. The secret first 
leaked through to the Arab 
states adjoining China and 
later it is said that two 
Arabs held prisandr in 
Europe were hak ones 
responsible for giving out 
the information by buying 
their freedom in exchange. 
The methods have 
changed little from the 


original Chinese discovery’

government for subsidies.

~ Something that should never have been tried — 


Last week's heart-break- 
ing news about the recur- 
rence of cancer in runner 
Terry Fox, whom so many 
Canadians have met as he 
ran half way across the 
continent inspiring and 
touching people to donatt to 
the Canadian Cancer Fund, 
has disturbed and shaken 
everybody. 

Especially upsetting was 
the news to those who felt 
his demonstration was 4 
bearing out of a belief that a 
positive attitude and faith 
will overcome any obstacle. 

This disappointment was 
attested to last week by a 
young 19-year-old Toronto 
girl who also lost a leg to 
cancer almost five years 
ago. Speaking on the CTV 
morning program last 
Thursday, Pat Van Hoorn, 
who met Terry when he 
passed through Toronto, 
said that to her the most 
disturbing part of the sad 
news was that she had 
believed that if you had 
courage and an optimistic 
outlook, the disease would 

not recur. Mental attitude 

and a ‘‘picturing of health” 
has indeed proved a healing 
factor in some experimental 
cancer clinics. ™ 

For those who feel that 
faith and courage have 
failed, and certainly no one 
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can doubt Terry's courage 
and optimism, perhaps a: 
closer examination should 
be made of this long- 
distance run. Was Terry 
running in an attempt to 
overcome his cancer pro- 
blem? That was not really 
his objective - it was rather 
a heroic effort to prove that 
a person with one leg could 
do as much or more than a 
person with two.

designates premises W entry 1s 
prohibited wi ice.

Where notice must be given to 
prohibit entry, you may use red 
markings on gates, trees or fences. 
Yellow markings may be used to caution 
that only certain activities may be 
permissible. It is the responsibility of 
the visitor to find out what you permit. 
LAND USED FOR RECREATION 


Liability Act—reduces your responsi- 
bility. In a nutshell, the law assumes 
that those who take their recreation on 
most rural land without paying a fee 


will take care for their own safety. 
A special system has been devised 
to allow you to easily indicate which 
activities you will allow on your 
property. A sign naming or graphically ~ 
representing an activity (for example, ~ 
hiking) indicates that the activity is 
permitted. The same kind of sign with 
an oblique stroke through it means 
that you prohibit the activity. 
These new laws are part 
of a continuing program to 
streamline our legislation. 
By clarifying your rights, 
they afford you greater 
protection from trespass 
and also reduce your 
liability when you make 
land available for 
recreational purposes.

THe eonsultant’s report 
Which recommends solu. 
tions to the arsenic pollution 
problem at the former 
Deloro Stelle site on the 
Moira River is being kept 
from the public while the 
Ministry of Environment 
decides just what route it is 
going to take on the 
clean-up. 

‘it's a matter of deciding 
whether to choose short 
term or long-term solutions 
term or long-term solu 
tions.’ Mr. Pruner said 
There are several immedi 
ate short term solutions, 
including building more 
treatment facilities, that 
would allow us to reach our 
objectives but would not 
lead. to a clean-up of the 
site. That would be a matter 
of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars 

“On the other hand it 
could be decided that we 
should get rid of the red 
mud, remove the slag and 
sell the arsenic. But then we 
would be talking about 
millions of dollars. I guess 
the ministry doesn’t want to 
release figures that it hasn't 
yet decided on.”' 


H wever Pruner said 
later that it would amount to 
the same thing in the long 
run. “‘It's a matter of 
spending themuney now or 
spending the money now or 
later. If you don't clean up 
the site you could be 
operating the plant indefin- 
itely. To operate the treat- 
ment plant, including up 
keep and supplies would 
cost bow $100,000 a 
year.’: . 

Mr. Pruner said that he 
hoped that a decision would 
be forthcoming from the 
ministry soon. “‘] don’t want 
to name a date; because 
every time I do, I'm out by a 
few months’’ he = said, 
referring to the fact that he 


had predicted that the 
report would be released in 
early August. 


Mr. Pruner said that the 
Ministry is ‘‘not meeting its 
objectives’’ for levels of 
arsenic in the Moira with 
the present clean-up facili- 
ties. Arsenic levels in the 
water, measured where the 
river flows under Highway 
7, varied between two parts 
per million and six accord: _ 
ing to Mr. Pruner. with. 


yearly average of 3.3. The 
‘Safe’ level that the 
ministry is aiming for is .5. 

The Ministry took over 
the operation of the apsepic 
treatment plant in April of 


1979 after being alarmed by © 


steadily worsening arsenic 
levels. and being informed 
by the then owners of the 
plant, Erickson Construc- 
tion Company, of Onawa, 
that they lacked the neces- 
sary capital to operate an 
arsenic collection and treat- 
ment system. 


A series of independent 
and government reports 
was brought to the attention 
of the public last summer,

The consult- 
ant's report was in response 
to concern within the

“The service can help 
farmers make more efficient 
use of fertilizer and save 
money at the same time,”’ 
says Prof. Tom Bates, 
University of -Guelph soil 
scientist. , 

Manure is a good source 
of nitrogen, phosphorus, 
potassium and organic mat- 
ter. If a farmer has manure 


analysed for these nutri- 
ents, he'll know exactly how 
much fertilizer he can save. 

In some cases, manure 
could provide all the nutri- 
ents the crop needs, but 
without knowing its analy- 
sis, large amounts of 
commercial fertilizer might 
be applied as well. “‘This 
practice can be dangerous,” 
says Prof. Bates: 

“If the farmer is feeding 
corn silage or grasses and 
adds too much nitrogen, the 
plants can produce toxic 
nitrates,’ says Prof. Bates. 
“To reach toxic levels, at 
least twice as much nitrogen 
as the plant needs would 
have to be applied. This can 
happen when a _ farmer 
spreads manure and adds 
chemical fertilizers as if the 
manure wasn't there." 

Manure analysis can also 
save money. In some cases, 
depending on the crop and 
the manure. nutrient con- 
tent, manure could elimi- 
nate the need for chemical 


fertilizers. 


‘‘As a livestock producer, 
you already have to handle 
the manure,’ says Prof. 
Bates. ‘‘And if you don't 
use the manure in proper 


combination with fertilizer, 


you're missing one of the 
major advantages of combi- 
ning livestock and crop 
production.”’

The weather turned cold 
last week and immediately, 
our boss and executive 
advertising representative 
Joe Cembal declared the 
time right to run an energy 
special ad campaign. That's 
why you'll find this week's 
edition a chalk full of helpful 
tips on energy and vertible 
_ catalog of energy related 
supplies and suppliers. 

Wood, one of the oldest 
fuels known to man, has 
re-emerged in the last 
several years to reassume 
its rightful place in the 
Canadian home. Actually, it 
has always been a major 
fuel in this country but its 
image has changed from 
when having a wood stove 
was considered an indica- 
tion of poverty. The change 
has been brought on by two 
main factors; the advent of 
efficient and safe airtight 
woodstoves and the tre- 
mendous increase in the 
cost of oil. 

These days we hear a lot 
about nuclear power as the 
answer to our energy needs 
but it has a long way to go 
yet if it is going to make a 
significant impact on the 
energy scene. In Canada 
today nuclear power pro- 
duces ‘about the same 
amount of energy as wood. 
Se lowly wood is in the big 
leagues energy-wise. 

The rapid changes in the 
past few years have created 
a new problems for us 
consumers. How do we 
choose between this stove 
or that stove? To most of us 
one looks much the same as 
another. So last week I sat 
down with my old editions 
of Harrowsmith Magazine 
and went out to see a stove 
dealer to find out what I 
should look for when buying 
a stove. 

The first thing I learned 
was that big difference in 
the stove being made today 
compared to the one grand- 
dad bought is efficiency. 
Efficiency is determined by 
how much heat you get out 
of the wood you burn. 
Today's stoves are airtight, 
which allows you to control 
the amount of air entering 
the stove, so that a properly 
controled modern stove can 
be as much as 50 per cent 
more efficient than older 
models. That means a lot

less chopping than in the 
old days. More important 
though, it means that now 
wood as a fuel is competi- 
tive with oil as long as it cost 
less than $50 a cord. Wheti! 
learned that I kn¢w. wood 
might be the answer for at 
least my,heating problems 
because no one in this part 
of Ontario pays more than 
that arid most of us have 
access to wood free for the 
cutting. 

Armed with little bit of 
information I went to see 
John Saxby, owner of 
Norwood Log Cabins who 
sells stoves as a sideline to 
the precut log cabin busi- 
ness. What I wanted to 
learn from him was how to 
decide which of the many 
types and sizes of stoves 
would be right for me. I 
thought in doing this I 
might learn how to tela 
good dealer from a bad one. 

, The first thing a stove 
dealer should ask you when 
you go into his store is. 
‘How big is your house or 
the room you want to heat"’ 
said Mr. Saxby. He ex- 
plained:to me that size is the 
most important thing in 
calculating what you need 
because to operate a wood 
stove efficiently and safely 
it must be very hot. “If the 
stove is too large, and most 
people err by getting big 
ones, it will over heat the 
room and they will turn it 
down and burn it cooler. 
When they do that the gases 
coming off the wood will not 
burn but will go up the 
chimney where they will 
form creosote deposits.” 

"Creosote in the chimney 
means that the wood is not 
burning efficiently and 
you'll be chopping more 
than you should have too. 
More importantly, creosote 
will build up until one day 
you'll have @ fire in your 
chimney. Your house won t 


be the first to burn down 
because your stove wasn't 
burning efficiently. 

Another thing you'll find 
when you go into the better 
stores are two distinct styles 
of stoves. The fancy and 
shiny European cast iron 
stoves and the homely 
welded steel plate jobs 
made in Canada. (Although 
this is rapidly changing as 
Canadian manufacture are 
now starting to compete on 
looks.) The cast iron stoves, 
according to Mr. Saxby, are 
for those who have money to 
burn. ‘‘For my money the 
steel stoves are just as 
efficient as the cast iron and 
they'll last as long.” 

Once you have the appro- 
priate size you'll want to 
look inside the stove and see 
just what's in there because 
that’s important too. This is 
one place where the debates 
are still running strong. The 
first thing you should see is 
a fire brick linning, at least 
on the bottom and on part of 
the sides of the stove, If it’s 
not there, don’t bother to 
ask the price, just ask to see 
another stove. The brick 
protects the steel from the 
ravages of heat; without it

the steel could buckle or 
burnout in a short time. 

If the brick is there the 
salesman will go on to tell 
you how this stove is more 
efficient because it has 
prewarmed air entering the 
fire or that the baffle at the 
back or the stove causes the 
hot gases coming of the fire 
to go back through the 
flames creating a secondary 
burn or he might tell you it 
is a down drafter. According 
to Mr. Saxby these are all 
good points and you should 
look for them. 

What it comes down to on 
the inside of the stove is 
will the hot gases coming off 
the primary burn be able to

ignite in a secondary burn? 
This is important because 
that secondary burn is 
where the improvement in 
efficiency and safety comes. 
So when you @re buying 


Jisten closely to the explana- 


tions of the salesperson. 
Make sure the stove your 
buying has some way of 
forcing a secondary burn, 
cither through baffles that 
deflect the gases back into 
the flames, downdrafts that 
cause the fire to burn down 


or a number of other 
methods. You don’t have to 
depend entirely on the 
dealer. Stoves are tested by 
the Canadian Standards 
Association, so you can 
check those studies as well. 

Probably one of the 
greatest shockers for the 
novice stove buyer is the 
chimney. Now we all know 
that a chimney js just a pipe 
that conveys the agnoke out 
of the house. Simple right? 

Wrong, it is very im-

portant especially for safety 
that you have a proper 
chimney. “I think I upset 4 
few customers when I go out 
to install a stove. I take one 
look at rotten old pipes too 
close to the wall or the 
ceiling and 1 tell them 1 
can’t install the stove unless 
they. put. in’ a proper 
chimney.

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An Old Flame Rekindiled 


As oil prices soar, many Cana- 
dians in both rural and urban 
areas are considering the fuel of 
their forefathers — wood. 

However, the situation has 
changed since those earlier days. 
Cities are larger, while woodlots 
are not only smaller but further 
from the population centres. Is 
wood heat still a viable option? 
Like any heating fuel, wood has 
its advantages and its disadvan- 
tages. 


At its best, wood heating can 
be economical,. reliable, and 
comfortable. if forests are weil- 
managed, wood is a renewable 
fuel. Harvesting fuel wood in the 
right manner can also improve 
the quality of a woodlot or 
forest. Money spent on fuelwood 


stays within the local economy. ~ 


There can also be personal 
benefits such as exercise, fresh 
air and a sense of self-reliance 
when you heat your home with 
the wood from your own wood- 
lot. 


Can Be Expensive 

At its worst, unless a reason- 
ably priced source of firewood is 
available, wood heating can be as 
expensive as heating with oil or 
electricity. Wood, cut with a 
chainsaw, and transported long 
distances, many also have a high 
energy cost. Harvesting wood 
can also be very dangerous, even 
for the experienced. 

Wood heating could cause 
some environmental pollution in 


heavily populated areas. Wood 
heating, unless careful installa- 
tion st&Hdards and maintenance 
procedures are followed, can 
pose a fire hazard. 


Before you Buy 

If after weighing the pros and 
cofis, you've decided that wood 
heat is suitable for all of part of 
your heating needs, you must 
now set out to acquire the skills 
and knowledge that our fore- 
fathers (and mothers) took for 
granted.

* Have you determined whether 
a wood stove or furnace is best 
for your needs? A fireplace, 
pleasant as it may be, is not an 
efficient way to produce heat. In 
fact, because cold outside air is 
drawn in to replace warm room 
air that is sucked up the chimney, 
a fireplace contributes little or no 
heat to a room. 

® is the heater: you're consider- 
ing well made and airtight? 

*« Have you ~ considered all 
aspects of the heating system? 
This includes not only the heater 
but also the stove pipe, chimney, 
floor and wall protection as well 
as any modifications that may be 
required. Look for the Canadian 
Standards Association or the 
Underwriters’ Laboratory of 
Canada stamp of approval. 

e For safe, efficient, wood heat- 
ing, correct installation proce- 
dure is essential. The Canadian 
Heating, Ventilating and Air 
Conditioning Code sets out spe- 
cific guidelines for installing all 
types of wood heaters. 

e Your insurance agent must. be 
notified if you install a wood 
heater. Since insurance pre- 
miums for wood heated’ homes 
can vary, you may want to do 
some comparative shopping. 

® There are a growing number Of 
books on wood heat that can be 
helpful to the new buyer. Talking 
to reliable dealers and the owners 
of wood heaters is also a good 
idea.

As oil prices soar, and the dan- 
ger of supply interruption con- 
tinues, you may be one of the 
many Canadians considering 
converting from an oi] to a gas 
furnace. Or, perhaps, switching 
to electrical heating seems like a 
wise move. However, do remem- 
ber that conversions may save 
oil, but they still use energy. 

There are many factors to take 
into account when. considering 
the various heating fuels — a ma- 
jor one being cost. Before you 
switch to another fuel, you 
should investigate ways to reduce 
your heating bill by increasing 
the efficiency of your existing 
‘system’. Insulating and simply 
turning down your thermostat 
aré two ways of substantially re- 
ducing your fuel bill. In which 
case, the advantage of switching 
to another fuel may be signifi- 
cantly lessened.

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compatible with your stove. 
It should have proper 
insulating collars when ever 
it gogs through a wall or 
ceiling. Stove pipes should 
be replaced with either an 
insulated steel chimney or 
by a brick chimney when it 
passes from the heated area 
or your home into the attic 
and outside. This again is a 
procedure designed to pre- 
* vent the formation of 
creosote in the chimney. 
The insulation keeps the hot 
‘ gasses that rise through the 
‘chimney from cooling too 
quickly and forming creo- 
“sote inside the chimney that 
could.gatch fire. 

Mr. Saxby says that there 
is still a lot of debate about 
how: to assemble the stove 
pipe and the steel chim- 
neys. “‘Some fire depart- 
ments will tell you to put the 
pipes up in the traditional 
manner - that is having 
them telescope up from the 
stove. Doing it that way 
means that any creosote 
forming and running down 
the sides of the pipes wil] 

collect on the ridges inside 


the pipes. The proper way is 
have the pipes telescope 
down to the stove. This 
allows the creosote to fall 
back into the stove and burn 
there safely. The problem is 
caused because some fire 
departments aren't yet up- 
to-date on the new tech- 
nology.”

Tuned-up Cars 
Tuned-in Drivers 


Operation Tune-Up is a car 
rally designed to compare the 
fuel econgmy of various cars, be- 
fore and after a tune-up, and a 
driver education seminar. Fo 
date. four rallies have been spon- 


sored by EMR and the Canadian 


Automobile Association (CAA) 
in. Vancouver, Olrawa, Quebec 
Volunteer 
drivers helped to demonstrai¢ 
that gasoline savings of up to 
41 per cent are possible, simply 
by tuning up their cars and prac- 
tising good driving habits, 


Phase I 

The progfam is divided into 
three one-week phases. During 
Phase 1, the participants drive as 
usuak’and record their mileage 
and their gasoline consumption. 


Phase Il 

In Phage Il, each car is given a 
proper tune-up by the CAA. All 
electrical and mechanical func- 
tions are checked as well as tires, 
suspension drive train, instru- 
mentation, exhaust, fuel and 
cooling systems, brakes, lighting 
and general condition of the car. 
All malfunctions or misadjust- 
ments affecting fuel economy are 
corrected. When necessary, the 
cars haye the timing checked and 


Phase Hl 

After a few days to practise ¢n- 
ergy conserving driving tech- 
niques, the third and final phase 
begins. The participants again 
record their mileage and gasoline 
consumption as they drive their 
“tuned-up"’ cars.to work in-an 
energy efficient manner. 

The results have been startling. 
Even smaller cars have achieved 
large gasoline savings. In one ral-

Several months ago, the 
Urban 
Development Association of 
Canada ({HUDAC) an- 
nounced that they would be 
awarding contracts to four- 
teen Ontario homebuilders, 
on behalf of the Ministry of 
Energy, for the design of 
energy-effecient housing in- 
corporating passive solar 
energy features. Passive 
solar heating is space 
heating derived from solar 
energy, without the assis- 
tance from fans, pumps, or 
other mechanical or experi- 


mental collection devices. 


In the first phase of the 
project, 51 builders from 
across the province sub- 
mitted preliminary informa- 
tion for model home designs 
incorporating passive solar 
energy features. Fourteen 
of the 51 were chosen to 
proceed to phase two. 

In phase two, after the 


project steering committee 
consisting of representa- 
tives from HUDAC, the 
Ministries of Energy and 
Housing and Ontario Hy- 
dro, had thoroughly as- 
sessed the completed de- 
signs, grants were awarded 
for the construction projects 
across the province. The 
grant is funded by the 
Provincial Ministry of Ener- 
gy and the Federal Ministry 
of-Enérgy, 
soutces. In this area of the 
province, Solar One, the 
design by Medallion 
Homes, was chosen. Me- 
dallion Homes is the new 
home division of Maurice H. 
Rollins Construction 
Limited in Belleville. 
Wayne Storms, the de- 
signer and project head for 
Solar One, chose a split 
level design for the project 
because these houses are 


generally more energy ef-, 


ficient. / 


Mines and Re- - 


Solar One is now under 
construction on Bridge 
Street East following the 
official sod turning cere- 
monies on Friday, Septem- 
ber 12th, and it is antici- 
pated that the home will be 
completed by the end of 
November, 1980, at which 
time it will be available for 
sale to the public. 


The Honourable George 
Ashe, MPP for Durham 
West and Parliamentary 
Assistant to Provincial 
Energy Minister Robert 
Welch, said that design 
analysis shows the three- 
bedroom house should cost 
about 45 per cent less to 
heat than a similar house 
built to standard specifica- 
tions. ‘When you consider 
that 21 cents out of every 
Ontario energy dollar is 
spent in the home, the 
significance of residential 
savings becomes evident.

Mr. Ashe also 
noted that if only 20 per cent 
of the houses planned for 
construction in Ontario this 
year achieved energy 
savings of the magnitude of 
the Belleville house, the 
new homeowners would 
realize savings of about $2 
million. 

The passive solar system 
used in the Belleville house 
means the building itself

The irony in the construc- 
tion and design of this, 
house is that the basic idea 
behind “the house is not 
that new, just an idea that 
has been ignored by home- 
builders far too long. 
Designers and builders 
have built the houses that 
people wanted without al- 
ways insisting on features 
being incorporated in the 
house that were in the best 
interest of the person who 
would eventually be living 
in it. That system may now 
begin to change because 
people are simple design 
and orientation on a lot can 
vastly improve the living 
conditions of the home. 
Adding a little carnest 
forethought to,the design of 
the home will not only save 
the homeowner money, it 
will mean that he will enjoy 
living in his home much 
more. 

In the old days, too often 
houses were built with a 
good view in mind and 
almost no thought given to 
orientation, as long as the 
house suited the builder's 
preconceived idea of the 


house he wanted to live in. 
That was fine in an area 
when fuels were cheap and 
abundant, but hardly prac- 
tical in a time when fuel is 
neither abundant or cheap. 
Many people now living in 
older homes are quickly 
having this fact proved to 
them. Large trees often 
protect the house slightly 
from wind and keep the 
poorly insulated house cool 
in the summer. But, when 


old man winter shows up, 
those same trees and the 


lack of ‘windows strategi- 
cally placed w catch the 
winter sunlight, mean that 
it costs the homeowger 
much more to heat the 


house than it should. 


I say that the idea behind 
this house is not that new 
because these same basic 
principles were pointed out 
to me by a man in Madoc 
over a year ago and I am 
sure he was not the first 
man to think of it. In fact, 1 
live in a Rollin’s apartment 
that has incorporated many 
of the same ideas, without 
the refinement in the Solar 
One house, that have been 
built for almost fifteen years 
or more. We get the benefit 
of the sunlight from early 
morning until early evening 
and we get that benefit in 
the lived-in parts of the 
apartment. 


“Without the _ refine- 


ments on the Solar One 
house’ means that, while 
the basic concepts are 
there, the little things that 


can make the sun work for’ 


you when it is needed and 
screen the sun when it is not 
needed just aren't there, 
partly because the apart: 
ment is on the third floor of 
the building and partly 
because the finishing 
touches or forethought were 
not incorporated into the 
building. We have the large 
windows, floorspace and 
walls to hold the heat. 
Unfortunately, two of the 
three assets were negated 
with or without finishing 
touches. The large windows 
allow too much heat into the 
apartment in the summer, 
although simple roll-up 
blinds have solved that 
problem. The large floor- 
space in the living room 
that could have acted as a 
heat retainer with the 
proper coveing, was basi- 
cally negated when a carpet 
was laid over it. Admittedly, 
the carpet may be a blessing 
in some ways, but it ‘did 
basically defeat the purpose 
of a well designed apart- 
ment. 

But the Solar One home 
has all of these assets and 
many more going for it. It 
features a good design and 


orientation, the facade has. 


been changed and a more 


‘ 


contemporary approach has 
been taken in the building 
of the house. The design 
and orientation of the house 
are important in that they 
allow different areas of the 
house to pick up all possible 
sunlight. Removeable trel- 
lises protect those same 
areas from too much heat in 
the summer. Simple things 
like a double-door system 
within the house mean that 
cold air is not allowed to 
circulate throughout the 
house during winter 
months. The cold air is 
trapped between the two 
doors and affects only a 
small area of the house. 
The house is also fully 
insulated under the main 
living areas. Brick walls and 
proper flooring will pick up 
heat during the day and 
radiate it during the early 
evening. Cathedral ceilings 
in the living, dining and 
kitchen areas allows good 
air circulation, which is 


aided by. the split level 


.design, Windows are triple 


glaxed, as are the patio 
doors, which also feature 
wood frames.. Thermostats 
have an automatic night 
setback which gives cooler 
night time sleeping tem: 
peratures but that also 
allows a warm house in the 
morning. Flourescent lights 
reduce energy consumption 
along with insulated hot 
water pipes, a furnace with 
an electric ignition and 
energy saving hot water 
shower and faucets. 

All of these features 
mean less expense for the 
homeowner after he has 
moved into his house. The 
common sense and fore 


_ thought have gone into the 


house to make it more 
liveable for the occupant. 
The house not only looks 
good it's also practical and 
that+has to be a major 
consideration in houses of 
the future.

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ONE FOOT IN THE FURROW 
- Farmers can’t have it both ways 


Would ye both eat your 
cake and have it, too? said 
John Heywood more than 
200 years ago. 

And that is what farmers - 
some of ‘em. anyway - seem 
to want. 

They complain about not 
being able to farm properly, 
not being allowed to ex- 
pand, perhaps, when close 
to urban centres. Then, they 
request a lot severance and 

- a house gets built on the lot. 
Then another and another 
and those people start to 
complain about the farming 
operation. 

Farmers, says the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture, 
just cannot have it doth 
ways. The federation has 
produced a farmers’ bill of 
rights that makes a lot of 
sense. Existing codes of 
practice, planning proce- 
dures, bylaws and zoning 
are not working in the rural 
areas. And farmers need 
something to work for them. 

It's a bloody good idea. I 
know of no agricultural 
planning degree program 
offered at any university in 
Canada. If there is one, then 
I have been misinformed. 
Planners are virtually all 
urban-oriented. They know 
litle or nothing about 
farming and few even seem 
to care. 

Obviously, they plan for 
the towns and the cities and 
the regions. These munici- 
palities can pay the big 
salaries. associated with a 
degree. 

The federation suggests 
that farmers are always 
forced to make concessions 
to urban encroachment and 
urban complaints of dust 
and noise and odours. 
Harassment of farmers in 
increasing. Complaints get 
louder and louder. 

Whac can be done? The 
federation has , identified 
two basic conflicts: the one 
along the urban frontier 
where cities and towns are 
expanding; the second out 
in the boondocks, well away 
from city strife. 

Most of the complaints 
come from along the fron- 
tier. Farmers are sometimes 
ordered, not asked, to 
curtail operations to satisfy 
urban people. Up to now, 
the farmer had to pay for 
any renovations such as 
manure storage facilities, 
quieter equipment or dust 
elimination. 

And that’s not fair, the 
federation maintains.

In the countryside, away 
from urban development, 
planners should clearly dis- 
tinguish agricultural areas 
and give farmers top prior- 
ity.

Children also wield eco- 
nomic weight with their own 
purchases. By the time 
they're five, most children 
have made their first 
independent purchase. At 
nine or ten their consumer 
behaviour patterns are well 
established. 

Because they usually 
must perform household 
chores such as washing 
dishes for their allowance, 
children start learning that 
money doesn't grow on 
trees. Although, at 
most of their allowance may 
go for candies. and other 
treats, they can soon be 
encouraged to save for 
bigger purchases.

Osprey on comeback 


One of the earliest victims 
of our industrial society was 
the osprey, or fish hawk, 
which suffered drastic de- 
clines as a result of 
pesticide accumulation. As 
the residues of these chemi- 
cals reached higher and 


higher levels in the bodies 


of adult osprey, their rate of 
successful. nesting dropped 
lower and lower, and 
eventually these graceful 
birds became an uncommon 
sight across most of their 
range. 

Early historical records 
speak of colonies of thou- 
sands of these birds clus- 
tered close to productive 
bays and estuaries. What a 
sight that must have been, 
for even one of these 
fish-eating hawks is impres- 
sive, with its creamy-white 
head, heavy black stripe 
through the eye. and black 
elbow patches on the lower 
wing. An osprey is usually

20 young falcons. This 
year's release of 16 more 
will almost double the 
number of birds liberated to 
date and strengthen the 
possibility of success for the 
program. 

It is the hope of MNR 
biologists, thai in spite of 
the high mortality rates for 


young birds of prey, some of. 
the released birds will’ 


survive and will return from 
migration to eventually es- 
tablish a breeding popula- 
tion. 

The program got an 
encouraging report in June 
during an aerial survey of 
historjcal peregrine nesting 
sites in Algonquin Park. A 
falcon observed by a survey 
crew seemed to be a 
peregrine, but identification 
was not complete. This 
constitutes the first hopeful 
sign that the species may

seen over water, where it 
wheels and hovers in search 
of fish. When a likely prey is 
spotted, the osprey folds his 
wings and dives straight 
down, sometimes disap- 
pearing completely in a 
splash of water. His return 
skyward, with a heavy fish 
locked securely in his 
talons, is usually a slow 
struggle. 

To make matters worse, 
osprey are often robbed by 
neighbouring bald eagles. 
As the osprey struggles 
with his fish, an eagle will 
repeatedly swoop and har- 
ass the smaller bird until 


the prize is dropped, then to: 


be claimed by the eagle. 
Fortunately, osprey are 
such efficient fishermen 
that this age-old thievery 
appears to have little lasting 
effect.

persistent pesticides such 
as DDT, we should be 
helping the’ osprey make a 
comeback. Now Ontario 
Hydro has also shown the 
softer side of its corporate 
heart, by actively giving a 
hand to the beleagured 
osprey. Because the birds 
often choose hydro poles or 
towers as convenient nest 
sites, they occasionally cre- 
ate electrical problems and 
their nests were usually torn 
down. Now the nests are 
carefully examined and left 
where possible. If they must 
be removed, the nest is 
packaged’, and carefully 
relocated to a nearby tree or 
special nest pole. The 
program has met with 
success in several recent 
cases, giving both the local 
osprey population and Onta- 
rio Hydro’s tarnished image 
a much-needed boost. 
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
